Jacksonville. Fla.. November 26. — A splendid day’s 
s|*>rt was provided at Monerief Park this afternoon. 
’I lie card was an evenly balanced one and elass was 
'•ell represented in most of the races. The feature 
event, t In* S|tecd Handicap, found the Pong entry. 
Jack Parker, first home by a short neck after a 
stirring stretch drive with Besom. The paee in this 
race was terrific right from the start. Besom dashing 
to the front _aud going to the ipiarter in 1511 and 
the half in 47. The Ikierhofer entry. Melisande ami 
Mary Ilavis. were never prominent. The Pons 
stable also furnished the winner of the second raee 
in Jack Penman, which beat Via Octavia a scant 
length. Star Charter, the odds-on favorite, was 
outrun front the start. Eye White, Jaek Parker and 
King Avondale wored as favorites. The attendance 
was fair and twenty-three liooks cut in. 

There were several arrivals during the afternoon, 
atuoug them Mode Nionll with ten horses and J. S. 
Hawkins with five. Both eamc from Lexington.

OUTSIDER TAKES OAKLAND FEATURE. 

San Francisco. Cat., November 2*5. — Meltomiale, 
outsider of a field of eight, upset calculations by 
winning the Altamax Handicap at Oaklaud today. 
The race was at a utile and Sea Cliff ruled favor- 
ite. The going was heavy and many of the horses 
apiiearisl unable to run in it. Cnppertown made 
most of the runuing and appeared to he the winner, 
when lie swerved iu the final sixteenth, allowing 
Melloudale to pass him. Jaek Paine, another light- 
weight, was third. Sea Cliff suffered early inter 
ference and failed to cut much figure.

Lcxiugton. Ky.. November 20. — Yearlings at the 
Kentucky Association course worked along at a 
lively clip the past week, the track being lightning 
fast and the weather clear and warm. The best 
moves were quarters in 228. Four colts worked to 
this notch anil they arc now all owned by Col. Milton 
Young and iu the barn over which trainer W. I,. 
Lewis presides. The first to run thus was the half- 
brother to Hollow, a good winner for three seasons. 
This is a bay colt by Plaudit, out of Follow, by 
Dei-eiver. E. T. Graves aud Gerge limes luvil and 
owned this colt in partnership, the latter training 
him up to Wednesday last, when Colonel Young 
iMiught him. Tlie others were bought by Colonel 
Young at tlie summer sales anil were broken l>y 
trainer Lewis. They are: Chestnut colt (brother 

to Fire). by Cesarion. out of Incendiary, by {.amp- 
lighter; brown colt, by Marta Santa — Maid of For- 
tune. by Prince of Monaco; bay colt, by Toddington 
— Countess Pepper, by Kantaka. The" last named 
Colonel Young bought at Henry M. Ziegler's dl*- 
|M>rsal sale in Sepicmiier and he is of the opinion 
that lie is the best of tlie quartet. Mr. Lewis is 
handling five other youngsters for Colonel Young, 
but ns yet he has not tried them. 

Walter Grater has three in his barn that have 
worked quarters in 2Ti. One of them, a half-sister to 
Golden Egg. went a shade better. This filly, like 
Golden Egg. was bred and is owned by George 15. 
Ott. a local paint manufacturer. She is a good 
looking individual, hay in color and somewhat larger 
than Golden Egg was a year ago. This filly is liy 
Nasturtium, out of Big Goose, liy Tit bonus, while 
Golden Egg is' by Cesarion. Tlie half-brother to 
Tony W., a chestnut colt by Nasturtium, out ot 
Meddlesome She. by Meddler, also the property of 
Mr. Ott. worked in exactly 25. as dill the half- 
sister to Margaret Angela, a trim-looking chestnut 
filly by Ornus. out of Jenny Monroe, by Masetto, be- 
longing to C. W. Reidinger. 

Tlie bay filly by Nasturtium, out of Kuha, by 
Henry of Navarre, also worked ill 2-'i. She is tlie 
profierty of II. B. Reether aud will be shipped in 
a few days along with The Moat to Tampa. 

James P. Ross’ gra.v-legged hay filly by Ralilnr. 
out of Dunluce. by Foiiso. worked a quatrer in 231 . 
“This looks like a real good prospect,” said trainer 
Will McDaniel, “but we’ll find out one day soou 
just how good she is. We'll send her a quarter 
tiloug with Delanev and if she can keep up with him 
she’ll do to run for anybody's motley.” 

Ail of the Ross horses ;ire soon to he turned out 
for the winter and traiuer McDaniel will probably 
go to Jacksonville or Juarez to rest until atmut 
February 1, when lie will come back to take up the 
string. With tlie material he had this year. Will 
McDaniel did surprisingly well. He hadn’t a horse 
in the barn that cost more than $300. yet he won 
fourteeu races, doubled that number in seconds and 
thirds, and one of liis achievements was victory in 
the Kentucky Oaks with Samaria. 

T. P. Hayes has a string of eighteen, all yearlings 
with tlie exception of Oracle and a eonple of maiden 
two-year-olds that arc to lie shipiied to Jackson- 
ville December lO. He has been going along slowly 
with the yearlings, asking nothing better of any of 
them than quarters in 24 to 248. 

Raleigh Colston will take the seven horses lie 
bought ont of the Chinn & Forsythe dispersal last 
September to Louisville next week and will winter 
them here. The string is made up of Colston, 
Silver Brush. Princess Callaway and these yearlings: 
lwy colt (half-brother to Dorante). by Out of 
Reach — Lady of Augusta, by Luke Blackburn: bay 
eolt (brother to Bon Ilomuic). by Oddfellow — Belle 
of St. Iantis. hv Ilimyar: bay colt, by Filigrane — 
Virginia Ix>c (dam of Fordello and Halloween), by 
Uissak. and bay filly by Oddfellow — Naulahka. by 
Ilimyar. These seven stand Colston aliout $10,000. 
Silver Brush and Colston are candidates for tlie 
Kent nek v Derby and Princess Callaway is eligible 
to tiie Kentucky Oaks and will be pointed for that 
stake. Silver Brush was under suspicion about one 
of his tendons at the time of the sale, hot Colston 
had him tired and lie is going ail right. He lias 
asked nothing fast of tlie yearlings, but individually 
they are four of the liest lookers here.

Ezekiel Clay, came to the Kentucky Association 
eonrse from Ruiiiiyniede Stud in Bourlion County 
Tuesday to be broken and trained by French Brooks 
and thev were saddled for the first time Wednesday.

Jeff Bern- 
stein, Aspirin and Alice Baird during the coming 
week and will take things easy around home for the 
next couple of months. 

John T. Ireland, who met with the lo 6 s of three 
good yearlings through a box car fire at Frankfort, 
will take the remainder of his string to Jacksonville 
as soon as he can get a car.
